cities, towns, villages, and rural sub-divisions. 
Bulletin No. A-1 for Canada as a Wiolé Summarizes 
the population, -by sex, for. all counties and census 
divisions, rural and. urban. Other provincial bulle- 


‘tins in the series classify the population acoording . 


to sex, by conjugal condition, age, racial origin, 
religion, birthplace, immigration and oitisenship, 


language, schooling, sto., for the following areas: 


(a) the province as a whole, separating the rural 
and urban population, and giving comparative figures 
for 1931; tb) counties or census divisions, by rural 
and urban; and (c) urban centres of 5, 000 and over.
